** A few days lince a party of fix
or feven Indians, fuppofed to be a
renegade band of Putawatamies &
Kickapoos, came into Gofhen fet-
tlement and made attack upon a fa-
mily, and killed one man and took
off a young woman prifoner, and
ftole {everal horfes; they were im.-
mediately purfued by a party of
white men, {ix or feven in number
and overtaken near the edge of a
prairic, and were fired on by the
white men, each party three in
number, the fire was returned by
the Indians, when a general com-
bat enfucd, and feveral fires were
exchanged, when one of the white
men, capt. Pruett, was wounded
in the thigh. The prifoner in en-
deavouring to efcape was wounded
in the back by an arrow, and tom.-
hawked on the head, but fortunate-
Iv elcaped, and is thought not to be
dangerous. The three men think-
ing themlelves overpowered, re-
treated, and were purfued by the
Indians, until they came back to a
part of the party of white men
coming on, whofe horfes were faid
to be jaded. One of the party ha.-
ving gotloft from his companions
the {ime day, found that he was
purfued by two Indians, he refolv.
ed to out run them at firflt, but
finding it impraflicable, determin-
ed to rifk a fight, halted in a gully,
and at the approach of the Indians
fhot down one, and the other rufh.-
ing on him, he fortunately difpaich.
ed him alflo.

*“ “I'he governor has ordered out
fome fcouting parties in that quart.
er, what the refult will be I cannot
pretend to fay, but 1 hope the mil.
chiefisatan end.”
